San José, CA — Reabre sus 
puertas la biblioteca más antigua 
del Este de SanJosé, después de que 
sufriera una serie de modificaciones 
para adecuarla a los tiempo mo- 
dernos. La biblioteca East San Jose 
Carnegie de 10,550 pies cuadrados, 
cuenta ahora con un café Internet; 
una sala con chimenea; un centro 
tecnológico; salas de estudio para 
grupos e individuales; una centro 
comunitario para 35 personas; 


además de los espacios para libros 
y mesas de consulta y un estaciona- 
miento para 21 vehículos. 
“Reconstruimos el viejo edifi- 
cio, que data de 1907 y que desde 
1911 es parte de la ciudad, al inte- 
grarse la ciudad del Este de San José 
a la actual San José y modernizamos 
el resto”, comentó la Sra. Jane Light, 
Directora de Bibliotecas Pública de 
la ciudad, “ésta es la única Biblio- 
teca Carnegie que está en uso en 
todo el Condado de Santa Clara, así 
que es un edificio muy importante 
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Fachada original de la Biblioteca Carnegie. La remodelación se realizó 
alrededor de este edificio histórico. 
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de mantener”. 

“Es un día extraordinario para 
la comunidad, ya que ésta es la 
biblioteca más antigua del valle”, 
explicó el Concejal Sam Liccardo, 
quien recordó que en el año 2000 
los habitantes de San José apro- 
baron una medida para reconstruir 
las bibliotecas de la ciudad y ésta 
es la catorceava que se remodela. 
“Queremos que la gente venga y 
disfrute esta renovada biblioteca. 
Tenemos salas para los más peque- 
ños, los adolescentes y los adultos, 
además de programas para lo que 
desean aprender inglés”, concluyó 
Liccardo. 

Por su parte, Nora Campos, 
también Concejal de la Ciudad y 
quien comparte con Liccardo el 
Este de San José expresó que “este 
edificio, que se ha renovado es parte 
de la historia de nuestra Ciudad, es 
también una magnífica oportunidad 
para los niños para que aprendan y 
experimenten el mundo a través de 
los libros y el Internet”. Para la Con- 
cejal, en esta época de incertidum- 
bre económico es importante el que 
se tengan “redes de seguridad” para 
los niños y jóvenes, y el remodelar o 
construir bibliotecas en una manera 
de contribuir a crear esas redes. 

“Creo que una de las cosas más

“La inmigración es 
ahora el principal factor que impulsa 
el crecimiento de la población en 
Estados Unidos. Ese continuo creci- 
miento poblacional es incompatible 
con un proyecto de sustentabilidad 
a nivel nacional o global”, dijo el 
Doctor Philip Cafaro, profesor aso- 
ciado de filosofía en la Universidad 
Estatal de Colorado en Fort Collins. 
“Por eso, los ambientalistas y los 


filósofos del medio ambiente que 
favorecen la sustentabilidad deben 
estar a favor de reducir los actuales 
y altos niveles de inmigración, o 
pagar las dolorosas consecuencias 
de no hacerlo”, agregó. 

En un reciente artículo que 
Cafaro escribió para el Centro de 
Estudios de Inmigración (CIS), 
este filósofo afirmó que si el nivel 
de llegada de inmigrantes sigue al 
ritmo actual (1.5 millones año), 
para finales de este siglo la po- 
blación estadounidense llegará a 
700 millones de personas, más del

San José, CA — Benjamín “X” es un salvadoreño 
que en 1997 vino a este país a estudiar una maestría, 
en Planificación Urbana, en la Universidad Estatal de 
San José. Para ello obtuvo una visa especial, una visa 
de estudiante. Desafortunadamente, la persona que le 
patrocinó hace tantos años ha fallecido y por los últimos 
nueve años Benjamín se encuentra en un limbo legal del 
que no está muy cierto cuándo va a salir... y eso hace 
de la vida, un infierno. 

“La persona que me pidió, era residente legal y 
tratábamos obtener de ese modo, mi residencia, que 
por ser así, va más allá que el simple hecho de tener la 
visa de estudiante. La residencia me permite trabajar”, 
comentó. 

El trabajo no ha sido un impedimento para él, 
ya que aún se encuentra amparado por el TPS que se 
otorga a los salvadoreños, pero como' comenta “no 
sabes si el próximo año se ha de renovar y vivir así es 
una angustia”. 

Desde el año 2000 se encuentra en trámite su visa 
y nos comentó que al seguir de cerca su caso, se enteró 
que su proceso ha entrado en prioridad de revisión en 
marzo de este año. “Hasta este momento Migración no 
me ha informado nada fuera de lo normal. Avisarme que 
la petición fue aprobada, esto en el 2002, pero que no 
había visas suficientes y que tenía que esperar y todo 
depende de tu fecha de prioridad”. 

Benjamín a través de su abogado está tramitando 
otro tipo de solicitud para poder dar agilización al 
trámite de residencia. “A lo largo de todos estos años, 
me he hecho ya de una vida aquí. Ya tengo raíces acá. 
Tengo mi familia mi trabajo. Regresar a mi país, no es 


la opción que más me agrada”, comentó. 

Para ello, da varias razones. “El nuevo presidente 
tiene la reputación de ser socialista, y el socialismo 
en nuestros países es un comunismo disfrazado. Me 
preocupa tener que dejar a mi pareja y a la familia que 
tenemos y mi familia nuclear. Pero, lo que más me 
aterra es regresar a El Salvador, como una persona que 
como yo tiene una tendencia sexual diferente. No sólo 
me preocupa el trabajo, me preocupa mi integridad 
personal”. 

A lo largo de estos años, Benjamín no ha dejado 
de pagar sus impuestos. “Por ese lado estoy tranquilo”, 
pero aún así, no ha podido realizar varios sueños, como 
el tener su propia casa. Sin embargo, pese a ello, al estar 
en un estado legal inseguro, Benjamín a veces siente 
miedo de salir, a su trabajo, a cenar. “En una ocasión 
al regresar de Nicaragua, con permiso especial, uno de 
los oficiales de migración, en Houston, Texas, me acosó 
de tal modo que tuve que encararlo y preguntarle qué 
pretendía, pero para eso ya había pasado demasiado 
tiempo interrogándome. En otras oportunidades, dentro 
del país, he sentido tal presión que no siempre salgo de 
casa tranquilo”. 

Por eso, para Benjamín, una reforma a las Leyes 
Migratorias del país es urgente. “Es importante el apoyo 
de los ciudadanos a esta reforma migratoria. Comprendo 
los pros y los contras que se pueden dar, pero lo que 
más me preocupa es que sea justa para todos los que 
estamos ya en este país. Sobre todo, para aquellos que 
han pagado sus impuestos, los que no han tenido líos 
con la autoridad. Se que cada caso es único, pero, creo 
que todos tenemos derecho, de una manera u otra, de 
estar en este país”, afirmó.

Los menores que actualmente están cubiertos 
por el programa Healthy Families no perderán sus 
beneficios por los momentos, según lo dispuso la 
Junta de Manejo de Riesgos en el Seguro Médico 
(MRMIB por sus siglas en inglés). Miembros de la 
junta afirmaron que Healthy Families cuenta con el 
suficiente dinero para no cancelar la cobertura de 
unos 500,000 niños de familias de bajos ingresos en 
todo el estado. 

El programa recibió financiación temporal por 
parte de la comisión First 5 el mes pasado. Sin em- 
bargo, dichos fondos se agotarán en un mes. Si no 
se encuentran fondos adicionales en un mes, más de 
medio millón de los 900,000 menores actualmente 
matriculados en Healthy Families perderán su cober- 
tura. Para absorber parte de los recortes, la MRMIB 
votó por aumentar los co-pagos de visitas médicas, 
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dentales y oculares de 5 a 10 dólares. 

Otros aumentos para familias incluirán visitas 
a la sala de emergencia (de 5 a 15 dólares) y por el 
costo de medicina recetada, el cual aumentará a 15 
dólares. El aumento en los co-pagos estará basado en 
los ingresos de las familias. Los fondos de Healthy 
Families fueron dramáticamente reducidos este año 
a consecuencia del déficit fiscal lo que prácticamente 
llevó el programa a la mitad. El recorte más signifi- 
cativo fue de 50 millones de dólares impuesto por el 
Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger. Pero líderes 
demócratas están buscando revertir esta y otras 
reducciones presupuestarias mediante una demanda 
judicial. La junta tuvo que poner en lista de espera, 
a nuevos solicitantes a partir de junio, y hasta la 
fecha se calcula que 70,788 niños componen dicha 
lista. EFE

Bomberos lanzan ataque 
agresivo contra fuego 


Los bomberos siguen realizando ataques agresivos por aire y tierra 
para extender las líneas de contención de un incendio al norte de Los 
Angeles que ha arrasado más de 56,000 hectáreas. “Hay mucho trabajo 
por hacer”, dijo al canal KNBC TV4 de la televisión local el comandante 
Mike Dietrich, del Servicio Forestal de EE.UU. “Los equipos de bomberos 
contuvieron el 22% del fuego, que ha ardido por una semana, y lograron 
algunos avances”, añadió El incendio ha destruido por lo menos 62 casas 
y otras 27 estructuras, y sigue amenazando unas 12.000 residencias y 500 
edificios comerciales. Mount Wilson, en cuya cima se encuentran numerosas 
torres de comunicaciones de estaciones de radio y televisión y de agencias 
del Gobierno de EE.UU., seguía amenazado por las llamas. 

Los bomberos no esperan contener plenamente el incendio por otras dos 
semanas. El fuego comenzó el miércoles de la semana pasada cerca de una 
estación de guardia forestal en el distrito de La Canada Flintridge. Aunque 
se suspendieron las órdenes de evacuación en partes de La Crescenta, La 
Canada Flintridge y Altadena, la Oficina de Servicios de Emergencia del 
Condado Los Ángeles mantuvo las instrucciones para los residentes de unas 
1,000 casas. Dos bomberos han muerto en la brega contra los incendios y 
por lo menos tres personas han sufrido lesiones graves, incluida una pareja 
que buscó protegerse de las llamas metiéndose en una bañera en Tujunga 
Canyon. Las autoridades calculan que los incendios han causado daños que 
llegan por lo menos a los 13,600 millones de dólares. EFE

La actividad en el sector manufacturero de EE.UU. creció en 


agosto por primera vez en 19 meses, en los que la economía nacional 
ha atravesado la recesión más pronunciada desde la Gran Depresión. 
El Instituto de Gestión de Suministros (ISM) difundió los datos de 
agosto del índice de actividad manufacturera en EE.UU. que elabora 
mensualmente, y que el mes pasado se situó en 52.9 puntos, su nivel 
más alto desde junio de 2007. Un índice superior a 50 puntos refleja 
un crecimiento generalizado de la actividad en el sector, y por debajo 
de ese nivel señala una contracción, lo que ha ocurrido durante los 


dieciocho meses anteriores. 


La evolución del sector manufacturero, que representa cerca del 
12% del conjunto de la economía estadounidense, suele ser un indica- 
dor útil para conocer la marcha del conjunto de la economía y desde 
el pasado diciembre, cuando tocó su nivel más bajo (32.9 puntos), ha 
registrado una constante mejora. Sin embargo, hasta el pasado agosto 
no había superado los 50 puntos, marcando así el momento en que 
este importante sector, que agrupa a las empresas que transforman 
las materias primas en otros productos, ha vuelto a crecer en EE.UU. 
Los 52.9 puntos alcanzados en agosto superaron las previsiones de los 
analistas que preveían un valor cercado a los 50.5 puntos, desde los 


48.9 del mes anterior. EFE

Dijo esperar que el programa de 
vacunación comience pronto. “Este 
programa es totalmente voluntario 
pero lo recomendamos firmemente”, 
indicó el mandatario. Alrededor 
de 500 personas han fallecido en 
EE.UU. a raíz de la gripe A de los 
más de 2,000 que han muerto a nivel 
mundial.

La 
campaña de cuatro anuncios dice 
a los niños, uno de los grupos 
más vulnerables frente a la gripe 
A, que se mantengan “felices 
y saludables” lavándose las 
manos con frecuencia, evitando 
frotarse los ojos, la boca y la 
nariz.

“Día del Trabajo”: urgente mejorar 
las condiciones de los migrantes 


El deceso de Edward Kenne- 
dy, un eterno defensor de los inmi- 
grantes y la celebración del “Día 
del Trabajo” en EE.UU., el 7 de 
septiembre, invitan a la reflexión 
sobre la pobreza y marginación en 
la que viven entre tres y cuatro mi- 
llones de trabajadores migrantes en 
Estados Unidos. Ellos constituyen 
el espinazo de una potente industria 
agrícola que genera anualmente 
28,000 millones de dólares en Es- 
tados Unidos: son los que cultivan 
y cosechan las frutas y verduras 
en California, Texas, Washington, 
Florida, Carolina del Norte, Oregón, 
Michigan, Idaho, Arkansas, Oklaho- 
ma O Luisiana, entre otros estados. 
Así como también a otros tipos de 
trabajo como construcción, donde 
se exponen a difíciles actividades 
día a día. 

Pero, con demasiada frecuen- 
cia, lo hacen en condiciones peli- 
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grosas y de baja remuneración: su 
ingreso está por debajo del nivel de 
pobreza pero, a cambio, están ex- 
puestos durante largas horas al sol, 
la deshidratación, y con el riesgo 
de accidentes y contaminación con 
plomo, nitrato y diversos pesticidas. 
Si no lo pagan con su vida, muchos 
afrontan condiciones más propias 
de un país subdesarrollado: viven 
en casuchas, trabajan con poca pro- 
tección solar ante temperaturas que 
superan los 37 grados centígrados 
y, debido a su transitoriedad, tienen 
poco acceso a servicios médicos y 
de beneficencia pública. 

Con frecuencia necesitan la 
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ayuda de algún sindicato u orga- 
nismo cívico solidario en busca de 
indemnización. La crisis económica 
de 2009, ha golpeado con severi- 
dad a la comunidad inmigrante, 
auqnue las condiciones laborales 
han mejorado muchísimo desde la 
Gran Depresión, claro está, pero los 
asuntos de subsistencia y seguridad 
laboral son igual de apremiantes. 
Con la muerte de Kennedy el pasado 
25 de agosto, los defensores de los 
trabajadores del campo han perdido 
a un valioso aliado, ya que, junto a 
César Chávez (1927-1993), tuvo un 
liderazgo sin par en defensa de sus 
intereses.

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Crisis en Honduras no impide comienzo de campaña 


La campaña electoral en Hon- 
duras comenzó su andadura sin que 
se vislumbre una solución a la crisis 
política que el país vive desde hace 
más de dos meses por el derroca- 
miento de Manuel Zelaya. Para el 
Gobierno de Roberto Micheletti, 
quien fue designado presidente por 
el Parlamento tras el derrocamiento 
de Zelaya el 28 de junio, la crisis 
será resuelta con la participación 
masiva de los hondureños en las 
elecciones generales del 29 de 
noviembre próximo. En un mensaje 
con ocasión del inicio de las fiestas 
conmemorativas del 188 aniversario 


de la independencia de Honduras 
de la Corona española, Micheletti 
pidió a los hondureños “preservar 
las libertades y los valores” que 
permitan “vivir por siempre en paz, 
progreso y, ante todo, democracia”. 
Micheletti también dio por agotada 
la opción de que una tercera persona 
asuma el Gobierno, si él renuncia y 
Zelaya desiste de volver al poder. 
Además, aclaró que el descartar 
esta alternativa no significa que 
abandone el diálogo sobre la crisis 
hondureña bajo la mediación del 
Presidente de Costa Rica, Óscar 
Arias. 
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Por su parte, los seguidores 
de Zelaya volvieron a hacer lla- 
mamientos a la población a que 
no reconozca el proceso electoral 
porque “ha sido viciado por los 
golpistas”, dijo Rafael Alegría, uno 
de los principales líderes del mo- 
vimiento de resistencia popular que 
exige el regreso al poder del gober- 
nante depuesto. Alegría indicó a 
periodistas que Micheletti, “incluso 
se escondió en la Casa Presidencial” 
para iniciar los festejos cívicos 
conmemorativos a la independencia 
y al “Día de la Bandera”, cuando 
ese acto se ha celebrado siempre el

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Venezuela will continue 
oil exports to U.S. 


Venezuelan President Hugo Chavez said that his country will continue 
exporting oil to the United States because it is in the Andean nation’s inter- 
est. Chavez said in a statement published in the Lima daily El Comercio 
that “many people don’t know” that Venezuelan state oil giant PDVSA, 
through its Citgo subsidiary, has seven large refineries and more than 10,000 
service stations on U.S. soil. 

“Venezuela can’t take a decision against ourselves. We send the oil to 
our refineries and to our distribution systems in the United States,” he said. 
The leftist president gave as an example the trade ties between Washington 
and Moscow during the Cold War despite their ideological differences. 

“It has almost always been that way. The Soviet Union and the United 
States at the height of the Cold War traded, and in (amounts of) billions of 
dollars. Communist China and the capitalist United States also. China has 
United States Treasury bills, I believe for $600 billion, if I remember cor- 
rectly,” he said. The president also considered “a joke” the comment made 
by Peruvian President Alan Garcia, who during the last Unasur summit said 
that Chavez feared a pact that would allow the U.S. Armed Forces access 
to bases in neighboring Colombia even as Venezuela is a top supplier of 
crude to the United States. EFE

México reprueba “intolerancia” 
hacia los mexicanos 


El responsable de Protección a Mexicanos en el Exterior, 
Daniel Hernández, afirmó que existe una “creciente intolerancia” 
hacia los inmigrantes mexicanos en EE.UU., principalmente en 
lugares con poca población extranjera. “Estamos confrontando 
una creciente criminalización del inmigrante indocumentado, y 
un ambiente hostil hacia el emigrante tanto indocumentado como 
el que está legalmente en ese país”, denunció en rueda de prensa 
el funcionario, dependiente de la cancillería. 

Las zonas más hostiles para los mexicanos son, según Hernán- 
dez, Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky, Misisipi, Alabama, Oklahoma, o 
Carolina del Sur, “lugares de nueva inmigración” en la última 
década. “Principalmente la zona sur es donde se está viendo este 
nuevo fenómeno, hay menos mexicanos y menos presencia consular 
y eso hace que sea más dura la criminalización”, matizó. 

En 2008 se atendieron 118,000 casos y en lo que va del pre- 
sente año 64,000 relacionados con temas de derechos humanos, 
penales, migratorios, laborales, civiles y administrativos. Al refe- 
rirse al número de inmigrantes que han muerto mientras intentaban 
cruzar a EE.UU. de manera ilegal, Hernández comentó que durante 
los primeros seis meses de este año se han registrado 246 casos. 

“Hay un descenso paulatino en el número de casos respecto 
a 2008”, agregó, aunque no precisó en qué porcentaje. También 
mencionó que en el primer semestre de este año se registraron 
8,886 menores repatriados, de los cuáles 85.5% corresponde a 
niños y 14.5% a niñas. Se calcula que en EE.UU. hay en torno a 
doce millones de mexicanos en EE.UU., de los que la mitad está 
indocumentada.

Paulatina despoblación 

La mixteca mexicana se ca- 
racteriza por su clima seco, con una 
temporada de lluvias de 4 a 5 meses 
en verano, de corta duración y gran 
intensidad, una precipitación media 
anual de 600 a 700 milímetros, y una 
temperatura promedio de 27 grados 
centígrados. El suelo no ayuda para 
que prospere la agricultura: es poco 
profundo, yermo y erosionado, y 
la vegetación, cada vez menor, se 
caracteriza por plantas cactáceas. 
Según datos oficiales el 50% de 
población de la mixteca ha emigrado 
a EE.UU., lo que ha provocado 
un cambio de roles en las tareas 
de las familias de la región.

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Vencer la desconfianza, pri-

Uno de los retos a los que se 
enfrentó FAO a la hora de imple- 
mentar el proyecto, fue vencer la 
desconfianza de la gente. Al ser 
zonas muy pobres, no es la prime- 
ra vez que se les ofrece “ayuda”, 
a cambio de votos, o para ganar 
popularidad. Sin embargo, pocos de 
estos programas servían para nada, 
como en ocasiones en que tan sólo 
les dejaron bolsas de concreto (para 
la construcción) y los pobladores no 
supieron qué hacer con ellas, como 
explicó Guadalupe Ramales, de la 
comunidad Guadalupe Tulcingo.
